"A m erica” captured it in her fam ous race 
arourul the I.sle of W ight. 


The lieMance heat the B ritish boat 3 
m inutes and 21 seconds in the thresh to 
w indw ard; 5 m inutes and 3G seconds in the 
run dov/n the wind. N atitical sharps who 
had already mude up their m inds T hurs­ 
day th a t the Reliance 
could take the 
m ensure of the challenger In any kind of 
w eather, regard to day’s test as conclu­ 
sive, although they hardly anticipated so 
«»vcTwlipimlng a victory. 


'IMif; race even dam pened the ardor of

who insisted afte r T hurs- 
day s fluke his confidence in the Sham rock 
w as g re a t e r th a n ever. 
Still, like u true 
sportsm an, he docs not acknow ledge de­ 
feat. and hopes for better luck next time. 
T h e single criticism he and his friends 
m ak e of this race is th a t the only .shift of 
wind which occurred w as to the .advan­ 
tage ‘)f the defending yacht. 
As this 
shift ociMirred on the w indw ard beat, even 
grantiiu; it accounted for Reliance’s lead 
a t the turn, the tim e the defender gained 
on tile r u n home w as more th an am ple to 
ha ve giv(‘u her the race. Tt m ust be con- 
('< de<], liowevHir. Sham rock TIL showed 
hers(;ir aw onderful boat in beating to 
wiiuivvard, ijerhaps the ablest cra ft In this 
rr six-ct ever sent acro.tîs on a cup hunting 
expedition. 


l<'or twelve miles the great .single stick­ 
ers ra<-('d like a team of-horses and during 
fii.u ijortion of the duel patriots m ade no

nervousness. 
R acin g conditions w er eideal. Out on the 
ra'-e fiiurse a tw elve-knot breeze, fre.sh

H onors of the sta rt, as on Thur.sday, 
Wi re captured by the A m erican skipper. 
Wringe tim ed his approach to th e 'lin e 
keep off xmiil the gun boomed he alm ost 
with Sham rock badly and in an effort to 
lost his bow.<îprit as he luffed up to crosá. 
B a rr as usual w ent over in the w indw ard 
lier'.h four .seconds behind his rival. Both 
wcr(' c.iosehauled on the starboard tack 
an d It was a m agnificent Right os they 
plunged seaw ard in a tw elve-knot breese. 
poun ding fountains of spray from th eir 
bows and leaning to 
until 
the 
w ater 
swirled and bubbled along th eir lee rails. 


The crews were piled 
up 
alongr 
the 
w eather ,‘ïide to hold the g reat racing 
m achines up. Both were footing like m ad. 
They showed yards of their underbodies 
and shipped a good deal of spray and 
some solid w ater forw ard. B ut a fte r fif­ 
teen m inutes sailing positions had not 
varied perceptibly and there w as alarm 
am ong the experts. 
Those who had ex­ 
pected to see the Reliance w alk aw ay 
from her adversary w ere disappointed. 
Sham rock TTI. hung on w ith bulldog ten­ 
acity. 
F or thirteen m iles challenger and 
challenged fought out a m agnificent duel. 
Suddenly the wind dropped and shifted a 
trifle west, enabling the yachts to head up 
for the m ark w ith the Reliance 200 yards 
in the lead. 


As the Reliance rounded the outer m ark 
and 
sped 
hom eward 
w histles, 
sirens, 
bands and voices of thousands on the 
fleet called into a vast chorus. Sham rock 
Iir., too, w'as saluted as she turned the 
m ark and the fleet rushed off for the flnlsh 
line. The R eliancc m ade a runaw ay race 
and continued to increase the distance be­ 
tw een herself and adversary until she 
crossed the line. 


The scene a t the finish w as soul stir­ 
ring. U nder a tow ering cloud of canvass, 
rolling rythm icálly in the swell, th e R e­ 
liance bounded across th e viewless flnlsh 
line like a queen. Excursion boats fairly 
aw akened the echoes w ith the terrific din 
which they let loose. Such pandem onium

T H E RACE. 


A snappy southw est w ind w as blow ing 
when, 
a 
few m inutes a fte r 10 o’clock. 
Sham rock II., followed by th e Reliance, 
reached Sandy Hook lightship. A t 10:10 
th e com m ittee decided to 
change 
th e 
course, as the one selected would have' 
landed th e racers on th e b e a ^ off lo n jr 
B ranch, 
T he racers, com m ittee a n d « - 
cursion boats moved seven m iles to tb e 
eastw ard an d a t 11:10 th e sta rtin g Une 
w as fixed and th e com m ittee signirilod the. 


course fifteen m iles to. w indw ard and re ­ 
turn. 
The preparatory signal w as fired 
a t 11 ¿50 and w arning gun a t 11:40. 
T he 
wind w as increasing in w eight. The R e­ 
liance leading the way and Sham rock III. 
hanging to her lee q u arters the racers 
crossed the line. 
The Shaihrock, tak in g 
tb e lead, ran closehauled along th e lee side 
of the .starting line. A t thé flash of the 
sta rtin g gun a t 11:45 both luffed across 
the line, the Reliance four seconds be­ 
hind Sham rock III. 
on 
th e w indw ard 
quarter. 
Official sta rtin g tim e: 
Sham ­ 
rock III,, 11:45:17; Reliance, U:45:21. 


Both got aw ay on a starb o ard tack, 
carrying three low er sails and club top­ 
sails, the Reliance a. baby jib topsail. 
W hat followed w as the prettiest, closest 
and m ost hard fought fifteen-m ile thresh 
to w indw ard w itnessed in those historic 
w aters for m any a day. 


F or nearly an hour they held on one 
tack and during all th a t tim e th e m ost 
acute observers could not detect th eir rel­ 
ative positions had varied m ore th a n h alf 
a length of either of them . Sham rock III. 
held the lead under the lee bow of the 
Reliance, b u t could n o t add an inch to it. 
N either could the Reliance, although in 
w eather position to get p ast the leader. 
W hatever m ove one captain m ade the 
o th er im m ediately m atched it. J u s t about 
an hour a fte r the s ta rt, w hen th e yachts 
had covered nearly h alf th e distance to 
the o u te r' m ark, an opportunity w as a f­ 
forded to note how close 
the 
contest 
really was. 
The Reliance and Sham rock 
III, w ere approachin|f^tach other w ith th e 
form er on a starboéiird tack and having 
the rig h t of way. As fhey neared one an ­ 
o ther it w as a question w hich w as leading. 
The Sham rock w as forced to go about to 
avoid a collision. 
One hour’s w ork had 
given neither advantage. They held th a t 
tack tw enty m inutes. Sham rock III. sud­ 
denly w ent about and the Reliance fol­ 
lowed suit, only to see the Sham rock re­ 
tu rn to her form er course. P lainly it w as 
W ringe's trick to shake off the defender, 
as she m ust have been th reatening to 
blanket th e B ritish boat. 
As .soon as 
Sham rock III. got clear of the Reliance 
she lay a parallel course. 


The wind began to m oderate and It w as 
observed the defender had m ade a m inute 
advantage. 
W hen both y ach ts w ere a 
qu arter of a mile a p a rt and a mile and a 
half from the turning m ark the Reliance 
had set considerable to the leew ard of the 
Sham rock. 
The wind suddenly shifted 
from .soiith southw est to south by w est, 
three points, placing th e R eliance In a 
landw ard position. 
T he Sham rock held 
on h er course tow ard the Jersey shore 
and the Reliance crossed h er bow a q u ar­ 
ter of a m ile to the w indw ard of her. B oth 
boats then m ade sh o rt hitches to th e tu rn ­ 
ing m ark and w hen the Reliance rounded 
it three m inutes and tw enty seconds in 
advance of the challenger w histles of the 
fleet acknow ledged h er luck and h er lead. 
T his w ith four seconds loss a t th e s ta rt 
gave 
the 
Reliance 
three m inutes and 
tw enty-four seconds clear gain. 


Once around the 
m a rk th e R eliance 
broke out her balloon lb topsail, sw ung 
out h er spinnaker pole and broke oiit h er 
spinnaker fo r a run dead before the wind 
to the finish line. W hether h er spinnaker 
sheet parted or slipped from Its fasten ­ 
ings, or the lM>om lifted, is not clear, but 
the pole sw ung o u t ahead or h er high in 
the air and the big sail hung in loose folds 
across her Jib topsail stay. F o r a m inute 
it looked as though she w ere In a serious 
difticulty. The pole w as hauled a ft to Its 
proper position and th e spinnaker began 
to do its w ork. T he R eliance w as three- 
q u arters of a niile aw ay w hen th e Sham ­ 
rock turned th e m ark and broke out h er 
balloon Jib topsail. The upper p a rt of it 
refused to break out and stilly hung In 
stops, b u t only fo r a few m inutes. 
As 
w ith 
th e 
R eliance h e r spinnaker, too. 
sw ung across th e Jib topsail sta y and 
hung em pty fo r a 4 m inute or more. W hen 
It w as sheeted back into position there 
w as a good-slxed rip in th e leach near th e 
m asthead and d u rin g all th e ru n hom e it 
bellied out loosely, as though W ringe w as 
not giving a good full fo r fea r he m ight 
lose it altogether. 


D uring th e flfteen-m lle ru n w hich the 
yachts coverde a t a tw elve-knot clip, the 
R eliance steadily and p ersistently craw led 
aw ay from th e Sham rock., T he sm oke of 
the fleet alm ost hid them from shore as 
the R eliance sw ept across th e line and 
into th e long lane of faste r.b o ata who, h ad 
got there in tim e to see th e flnlsh an d to 
acknow ledge h e r victory. 
I ^ h t m inâtes 
and fifty seconds la te r th e plucky chal* 
lenger followed h e r aeroM th e line an d 
ceived th e salu te o f . th e en tire fleet. 


The n et resu lt o f th e rae e show ed th a t, 
b arrin g a fluke, th e S ham rock h a d held 
her own in w indw ard üvork abd h a d heen 
beaten m ore th a n 4 v e an d a h a lf m inutes 
to leew ard. I t is expeieted th e n ex t race 
will be sailed Tuesday.

London, Aug. 22.—Lord Salisbury died 
at 9:05 p. m. T he end of the distinguished 
statesm an w as a peaceful one, w ithout 
th e slightest evidence of pain. 
W hen 
d eath becam e im m inent the attending 
physician sununoned the w aiting meni- 
!>ers of the fam ily, who gathered a t th e 
bedside and took farew ell of the dying 
man, who, however, w as unconscious of 
their presence. 
W ithin a few m inutes 
a fte r death a brief announcem ent w as 
handed new spaper men and sim ultaneous­ 
ly the tolling of the death knell from the 
tow er of the church told the people of the 
village of H atfield th a t the struggle w as 
over. 


D uring the la st forty-eight hours life 
w as sustained only by the constant using 
of oxygen and even this failed of effect 
as, the evening advanced. Soon afte r the 
.shadows enshrouded the dull refl w alls of 
Hatfleld house the distinguished sta te s­ 
m an m aking the last effort of his life, 
turned slightly tow ard his favorite daugh­ 
ter, L ady Gwendoline Cecil, who was 
kneeling beside him , and quietly breathed 
his last. 


V iscount C ranbom e, who now assum es 
the title of m arquis of Salisbury, im m e­ 
diately notified K ing E dw ard and Queen 
A lexandria, the prince and princess of 
W ales and others, including Lord Edw ard 
Cecil, soldier son of L o rd 'S alisb u ry , in 
E gypt, and who w as th e only child of the 
m arquis absent w hen he died. Soon m es­ 
sages of condolence began com ing in and 
the little telegraph office a t H atfield w as 
swam ped w ith unprecedented business.

bookbinders. On this point they say:

The new motor was introduced on an 
Insignlflcant road In Iowa which con­ 
nects with the Burlington and is known 
as the Tabor & Northern. 
Its whole 
length Is only eighteen miles. It is quite 
a freight road, but the gasoline improve­ 
ment has been used so far exclusively 
for its passenger traffic. It was found 
Impossible, except at a loss, to run all 
the locomotive trains Its patrons needed 
and in searching for a cheaper motor 
the management turned its back on elec­ 
tricity and- took up with gasoline. 


The new motor, as yet, Is applied, to 
each car separately and It is announced 
that the expense of driving the car the 
whole length of the road is 20 cents, or 
practically 1 cent a mile. That this re­ 
sult is likely to revolutionize railroad op­ 
erations may be seen from the fact that 
to propel the same car by a locomotive 
costs from 35 to 40 cents for one mile. 


Railroad men say the gasoline car 1e 
so roasonable it is wonderful no one has 
ever thought of it before. They point to 
the gasoline automobile and ask why, if 
f uch a machine can t>e driven from San 
Francisco to New York over turnt>ike& 
inJ county roads, people should never 
before have thought of Its usefulness on 
T.-iilroads, where It must obviously be more 
powerful. 


The officials point out 
two uses to 
which they think the gasoline car will 
nlmost certainly" be put. 
They say it 
iv ill come into universal use on subur­ 
ban lines. Th^ Illinois Central has been 
studying for a long time what It could 
substitute for locomotives on its ‘local 
trains. The only recourse it had was to 
electricity and there were so many ob­ 
jections to that power that it has never 
been adopted. It Is suggested that the 
t>wa experiment has solved the prob- 
em. 
The other field In which It is expected 
that gasoline may come Into use is on 
elevated lines and surface street cars; 
It Is pointed out that If this motor will 
work satisfactorily on a street car It will 
save the Immense expense of electrical 
plants, electrical motors and underground 
conductors and reduce the expenses of 
pperatldn' to a mlnihpum. 


The officials who discussed this in­ 
vention ajl commented on Its availability 
for the fraction lines In Chicago,; * It 
has been assumed In all the negotiations 
between the city and the traction com­ 
panies that the car fare under the new 
franchise should be 5 cents 
Private 
citizens have made more than one effort 
to induce the city’s representatives to 
insert In the new franchise a provision 
that If by any means the cost of operat­ 
ing the street cars should be greatly re­ 
duced there should be an equitable re­ 
adjustment of the fare rate. 


These well meant efforts have not had 
much effect. Hon. J. Arnold, the city’s 
ccnsulting electrical expert, said that If 
the franchises were to run for seventy- 
five 
years 
he 
thouglit 
readjustment 
should be stipulated for. But he thought 
no new motor could be developed and 
made practical In twenty years. But, to 
all appearances, the cheap motor has been 
discovered before the city and the traction 
people got ready to negotiate. 
« 


The railroad officials in Chicago have 
never heard of gasoline cars before, for 
'freight or passengers, east or west, and 
■^they are as yet entirely ignorant how the 
Iowa experiment orlglhated and where the- 
equipment for it was manufactured.

The private car used by Abraham Lin­ 
coln during the time of the civil war is 
soon to be brought to Illinois for exhibi­ 
tion purposes. -The coach has been pur­ 
chased by F. B. Snow, of Rock Island, 
from the Union Pacific Railroad comr 
pany, and before taking it to the St. Louis 
exposition he will place It on exhibition 
in several cities. 


The car Is one of the most notable of 
historic relics and yet for years has re­ 
mained until recently, undisturbed, in a 
special building in thé Union Pacific yards 
at Omaha, watched and guarded by em­ 
ployes night and day. 
Only twice In 
twenty-eight years has the car been dis­ 
turbed. In 1888 the Union Pacific Railway 
compàny exhibited the iiotable relic at the 
Omaha exposition and over 400,000 people 
gazed with affectionate interest at the car 
in which Lincoln, as head of the govern­ 
ment, spent 
much of his time during 
sòme of the most critical daÿs of Ameri­ 
can history. 


The car was built especlall^C.:for Mr. 
Lincoln In the military car shopit.at Alex 
andria. Va., in 1864, and at the time of Its 
construction was the marvel of the rail 
road world, and It was certainly the most 
handsome car ever built. The car Is forty 
twc feet long and eight and one-half feet 
wideband was divided Into three compart­ 
ments. 
The doors open Into a narrow 
passage way which extends the entire 
length of the car. Entrance to the three 
separate rooms was had from this pas* 
sage. The end room was considerably 
larger than the others and was used by 
Mr. Lincoln as his office and study and 
also to receive generals of the army and 
other friends. There were several reclin­ 
ing chairs and one* parttcularly long sofa 
for the special" use of the tall president. 
The sofa could be adjusted at night Into a 
double- bed. The remaining rooms were 
somewhat similarly furnished. The walls 
wére padded with rich crimson corded silk 
upholài^ry reaching halfway up to the 
celling. . 
• 


AT LINCOLN?S PÙNERALÌ 
Tender memories cluster around this 
relic of the martyred president and after 
his death this car was used as a funeral 
car, conveying the remains from Wash­ 
ington to Springfield. Prom April 21 to 
May 3 the sad Journey had been in pro­ 
gress. 
At every state capital on the 
route and a t many other cities stops were 
made to give the people the much desired 
opportunity to show their love for the 
great dead. On May 4 the coffin lid was 
closed at last and a vast procession- moved 
out to Oak Ridge cemetery, where thé 
dead president was committed to the soli 
of the state which had so loved and hoQ- 
ored hlm._ 


The car stood in the yards at Springfield, 
where It was ’inspected by thousands of 
people. At the close of the war the gov­ 
ernment auctioned a great deal of its rail­ 
road material and among the articles sold 
was the “Lincoln car.” 
DILLON AND DURANT BUY THE CAR. 


Sidney Dillon, who at that time was at 
the head of the Union Pacific Railway 
company, and T. C, Durant bought the 
historic car and moved it to Omaha. This 
was the year 1866. For some time It was 
used as a director’s car, but if»* great 
weight was an objection during those 
days and It was withdrawn and a shed, 
for years called the Lincoln shed, was 
built for the custody of the car and men 
engaged to watch and care for It. 


It^ remained In possession of the Union 
Pacific Railway company until recently, 
when after six years of negotiating It has 
become the propérty of F. B. Snow, who 
vflil give the people an opportunity to in­ 
spect a national treasure of Incomparable 
value and rich association.

I t may 
be lulled the "self fiying kite’' and 
is made 1^ cutting fairly stiff paper 
-^not too. stiff, io r that would make 
it too heavy-s—into such shape that 
wiien the two long edges are gum­ 
med together the paper will form a 
<^linder much larger at one end 
than at the other. Both ends should 
left open, and in the larger of 
tfie two apertures two very liglit 
cross sticks should be placed in X 
form in order to be certain th at it 
will stay open, says the Philadelphia 
Inquirer. 


A piece of light rattan bent into 
a circle and pasted tightly in the lar­ 
ger aperture is even better than the 
cross sticks. 
Four short "guy 
strings” should connect the rattan 
hoop or the crosspieces with the 
main flying line. This kite is not a 
high flier, but it may be made to go 
up some distance by arran^ng it so 
tlMt the upper guy string is a little 
shorter llian the lower and by plac­ 
ing a steel wire along the bottom of 
the cylinder. 


The Chinese often make these 
kites most elaborate in appearance 
by painting them so that they look 
like a iish or dragon. On feast days 
they tie them to the tops of long 
bamboo poles stuck in the ground 
and thus produce the effect of fishes 
or dragons Hying tlirough the air. 


Newspaper or other brittle paper 
is bad material to use in these kites. 
The paper should be light, but 
tough. If you live near a paper mill 
where they make “linen” paper, 
such as is used for writing papery 
3'0ii can get it in large sheets. You 
will iind it ideal, although a little 
expensive. 
So called “paper cam­ 
bric”—a liglit cloth glazed on one 
side—-is not a bad covering for these 
kites, or, indeed, for any kites of a 
large size. 


The stationary kite will not fly 
very high, but if you tie a flying 
string from four to six feet long to 
the top of a flagpole and put a “sta­ 
tionary kite” at the other, end of it 
a curious spectacle will be presented 
every time a breeze stirs.
